Dugan 
talked to them on the street near the Newark public 
square.

them that he had been having hard luck ; that his sister 
had died down in Kentucky and that he was going over 
to Zanesville to get his brother and from there they 
would go down to attend the funeral. He inquired about 
connections and took the 3 :15 interurban car 
for 


Zanesville. The story about his sister being dead is 
probably purely fiction as his wife states that Mr. Dug- 
an had no sisters living that she knows of and no rela- 
tives in Zanesville. He had one brother. James, a ball- 
player, but she does not know where he is. Mr. Dugan 
had lost several brothers and sisters. He had remarked 
to his wife that? it seemed as though every time he was 
called home there was a crepe hanging on the door. 
Word has been received from Zanesville that Dugan 
tried to get apposition in. a barbershop there. The sui- 
cide theory IF losing strength and it is believed that he 
win be located within the next few days.
